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LABRADOR PEOPLE
ARE STARVING

Prospecting Party Brings News of Great
Suffering on the New Foundland
and Labrador Coasts.

Hanwrax, N. S., Aog. 7.—A prospect-
ing party which arrived on the'schooner
Cambridge telle of the starvation which
they encountered on the Newfoundland
and Labrador coastse. Among the party
was Dr. Morrie, whoee services were
required at Lewis inlet night and day to
give relief to personssick and dyiog from
starvation. Large gnantities of provis-
iona were distributed from the vessel.
The same condition of affairs exists all
along the coast, There are 1600 persons
gimilarly eituated, and immediate re-
lief is necassary.

It iegaaid by them that their eufferings
will probably be intensified as the fish-
eries there have failed.

ARMY PATIENTS
IN HOSPITAL

The Sick at the Presidio Numbers zg2---
Both Buildings Fuli--Five Tents
Erected—-Only One Patient Dan-
gerously 1L

Bax Fraxcisco, Aug. 9.—There are
now 202 patients in the divisional hos-
pital at the Presidio. Both of the big
buildings in uss are [ull and fiye hospital
tents have been erected. Of the last 12
patients brought in seven have measles
—three from the Seventh California, two
from the Fifty-first Iowa,rone from the
First Tennessee, and one from the First
Oregon rceruils. The most serious case

in the division hospital is that of First
Bergeant Wesley Kimmerly, of the First
Tennesees regiment, who has epinal
meningitis and i2 not expected to live.

In the Presidio post hospital there are
53 cases, a decrease of two from the
total Baturday morning. Only one
patient is dangerounsly ill.

GENERAL SHAFTER
NOT RESPONSIBLE

Everything Possible was Sent With the
Sick and Wounded—Shortage of
Water Inexcusable.

Wasaiserox, Aug. 9.—General Shaft-
er, in his report to the war department,
emphatically denies that he is respon-
eible for the inadequate provision made
for the gick and wounded brought from
Bantisgo de Cuba to the United States
on’the Seneca gnd Concho. Ewerything
possible, he eays, was sent with the sick
snd wounded. The shortage of water,

he saye ie inexcusable. He concludes

. the report:

*‘There is no excuse for lack of food,

. @8 there has at all times been plenty of

that, I have no doubt that many more
wers put on the ships then should bave
gone, owiig to the yellow fever and hos-
pital accommodatione. There never has
been & case of snffering here that could
be remedied thet was not attended to.
The sorgeons worked as well as any men
that ever lived, and their complaint has
been a lack of means and facilities. I

do not complain of this, for no ome
eou!d have foreseen all that would be
required, but I will not submit to having
the blame lsid ¢n me tor lack of hospitai
facilities.'”

THE ANSWER
COMING SLOWLY

Is Probably Not a Briel and Simple
Acceptance but Somewhat Differ-
ent From What We Presented.

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WasmiNGgros, Aug, 8.—S8pain's answer |
to the demands of the United Statesis|
now on its way to Washington, but It ig|
coming slowly. There are no legs than
five translations, four of them cipher, in
transmission between Madrid and Wash-
ington. After the Spanish cabinel meet- |
ing last night the response was reduced |
to Spanish cipher and then sent to the |

The impression is growing in official |
guarters that the 8panish answer, while |
in the nature of a concession to Ameri—l
can demands, is not a brief and simple |
acceptance, withont reservation or con-
dition. There is no direct official advice
on this point, but all official advices
from Madrid indicate that the response
is a docoment of considerable length,
prepared with laborions care and that it
has several] featnres which may not ap-
pear in the conditions presented by Lhe
United States.
